Gentlemen:

The preliminary Military estimates for the fiscal year 1949
were submitted to you on March 1, 1948, at which time a breakdown
by areas was not available. The Armed Services Petroleum Board
has prepared a revision of these estimates and a breakdown by areas ..
This· information is shown on the attached sta.tement ..

The latest estimates for the f'iscal year 1949 are slightly
lower than the original. Aviation gasoline, jet fuel, other diesel
and burner oils and other heavy fuel oil estimated requirements
have increased. On the other hand, there have been sizeable de-
creases in the estimated reqUirements f'or navy diesel and navy ,
special f'uel oil .•

The Military figures in certain cases combined Persian GUlf,
Caribbean and Gulf Coast reqUirements. These have been broken out'
on the attached statement based on the latest available information,
but the distribution between these three areas is subject to change.

A breakdown of' aviation gasoline is also shown.. It is inter­
esting to note that there has been a f'urther decrease in 115/145
grade. On the other hand, 100/130 grades are higher than previously
shown ..

Whenever there are any substantial changes in the estimates
requirements f'or fiscal 1949, the Committee will be inf'ormed.
